NIPPED IN THE IJUD. 

Wlilesproiul Kevoliitloniiry .Movement In 
Ciilumblii Quelled by Arrest of the 
Loiulln;,' Spirits. 

I'ana.ma, Aur. 2:i. — Uocunionts found on 
tlie persoQ of Dr. Peresena, leader of the 
I^iberal party of Colombia, and Gen. Modesta 
Gurela, who wore arrested in Bogota, and 
Dr. Munola, who was arrested at Bar- 
ranquilla, show that a great revolution was 
planned, and that there was to have been 
a aimultaneona upriaing in all tho states 
againat tho adminiatration of Preaident 
Nunez and Vice-Preaident (laro. Canua 
and Houa, followera of Andeuaa Palacio, 
the exiled dictator of Venezuela, were 
important faclora in tho propoaed revolu- 
tion. From their hiding place in Cura- 
coa they were to attend to tho work of 
Bupplyinj,' tho revolutionists with arms 
and landing them on the American coast 
of the Uurribcau Sea. Tho men sup- 
plied \Tith these arms under connnund of 
Cnsanaaa and Koaaa wore to invade 
Maf;delena. Theao oHicera were also to di- 
rect the movementa in buntandor, and along 
the Venezuloan frontier, These move- 
menta were to bo made in co-operation with 
tho dynamiters of Barranquilla, who in ad- 
dition to blowing up publio buildings in 
that city and the president's house, were 
also to seize tbo city of Carthagena, 
obtain control of the fleet of 
steamers on the Mafcdelena river, and 
thus be enabled to send munitions to their 
partisans in tho interior. Luia Ortegoaa, a 
.Spanish merchant in biiainesa in 15uona 
Ventura, waa expected (o amnggle 0,000 
rifles in, with which tlie rebels on tho 
coast were to have been armed. The 
troops were to have been [ilaeed under 
tho command of Cm. .Sankoiiiio, and it 
was ])ro]iosiil to cajit ure ( 'ali, oven tin the 
Cauca valley and mmeh on lio^^ota. The 
plana for the revolt were formed in lio- 
gota at u iiieetiiij,' held im I'ebiuiiry loili. 
Salvador Kobloii « itii Kiigerio Hobiuiii, 
Uemetrio Davila, .\I anuel Ivipilla and oihera 
are implicated in tlic [ilotM, and their evi- 
dence ahowB that there waa also an under- 
standing with tlie Volz faction of the Con- 
aervalive purly. 

(leneral .Suiitolimio, who was to have led 
the revnlutinnista in the Cauca valley, haa 
been arreatod in IbAg(|uo. Additional docn- 
nicuta coalirmtng tho revolutionary plota 
were found in his possession.

UNCLE SAM AND HAWAII. 

Special McBsago on Blount's Report Likely to 
Bo Sent to Gonin'ess by the Presi- 
dent This tjesslon. 

Wasiiinoton-, Aug. •-'3.— .Secretary Ore- 
haiii anil .\Iiniuler Blount had another long 
conference over Ifawailan lUlaira this morn- 
ing at tho State Uepartnieiil. They en- 
tered into a iiracticiil diaeuHHion of Mr. 
Blcmiit's several reports. Secretary 
(ireHliani asking fuller explanation of 
the various tuples treiiled and .Mr. lihnint 
giving hi.H views in a manner plainer than 
he was allowed by Ills iiist niet ions to as- 
sume in the propiiration of his ollieial doeir 
nienta. It is learned that at tho conference 
yesterday, Mr. Hloiint was told by 
the aeeretury, or that tho two agreed, 
that there was no necessity of 
the minister to go to (iray Gables to 
consult with tlio I'reoident. 'The aituation 
will be considered by Mr. Clresham and 
Mr. lilount until tho return of Mr. Cleve- 
land, with a view to facilitating a 
deciaion as to tho recommendations of 
the adminiatration. I'rom tho speed 
with which tho ijuestion was taken up 
after tho return of Mr. Blount, it 
ia believed that tho President will send to 
Congress a special message, giving his views 
on the aubjeob of the relation the United 
States should l>oar to Hawaii, before the 
present session comes to an end. It is said 
ibat tho administration has come to a con- 
clusion with regard to tho policy it will re- 
commend.

I. Kill. r;, Aug. 2.!.^Princo Hiamarck ia 
atill taking tho watora at Kissiugen. On 
Sunday laat a party of seven hundred of his 
admirers from the Thuringian district in 
central Germany, arrived at Kissingen for 
the purpose of paying their respects to the 
aged e.K-ChauoolIor. This parly upon their 
arrival were joined by eight hundred of tho 
people visiting Kissingen, and together 
they proceeded to thu villa occupied by 
Prince Bismarck and presented an address 
to him. In reply to this address. Prince 
Bismarck dwelt atrongly uiion tho subject 
of Cenr.aii L'nity. He said : " Since 1H71 
we have been comparatively undi.sturbed by 
our French iieighbora, who I'rovidence 
placed wli(u-e they are for the purpose of 
keeping uh awake. The days have long 
gone by when France regarded a campaign 
to (Jeniiany as a sort of pleasure journey. 
France iuiowii well enough now what we are 
imule of. We must give up carping and 
cavilling at the present state of thiugn, with 
the obji.'ct of making now arrungementa. I 
refer In tho aemi-olliciul utterances directed 
aid the attainment of a greater 
Prussia. The National Liberals in 1H48 
had u out and dried plan of this sort. In 
creating the Unity of tho Empire, I sought 
to proaervo everything that waa in any way 
compatible Iherewiili. The enthuaiaatic 
demonatrations X have received in the Ger 
man States outside of Prussia, have proved 
that my policy was right. To those Prus- 
aiuns who are not content, and who wish to 
put everybody else in their packets, I say 
you are real particalarists. ¥ou do not 
recognize Germany outside of Prussia, 
am sorry to see in the decline of my life 
the ptinoiples of tho constitution be- 
ing undermined by people who are 
trying to procure the cantralizition of the 
Imperial power. Do you believe it would 
be an advantage if the eight princea of 
Thuringia were replaced by an Imperial 
governor ? A Gorman clings to his dynas- 
ties, and the dynasties, too, cling to (ier- 
many. All accusations againat mo are puro 
inventions. If I wished to combat the pre- 
sent Government, I would make a tour of 
GeriiHny and summon popular asaemblies 
everywhere, and thrcah out all I had in my 
heart against tho Government. My heart ia 
no murderer's den. I have not learned to 
lio even as a diplomat. Tho people 
now begin to aeo what I meant three years 
ago, when I aaid hero that the constitution 
ought to bo the first object of our care. I 
observe that tho poat of Imperial Chancellor 
has been separated from tho preaidency of 
the I'russian Council of ministers. 1 also 
obaervo that at a recent confercnco of tho 
Finance Miniatera of several atatea ht 
Frankfurt, tho president's chair waa 
occupied by tho secretary of tho Im- 
perial treasury, who ia a subordinate 
bureaorat. This ia unconstitutional. Tho 
Emperor and Chancellor are only 
the executive organs of the Bundesrath and 
Reichstag. Neither of them has any right to 
attempt more than to publish the laws 
enacted by thoao bodies. The Emperor 
ought to have inllucnce in the Bundesrath 
only by means of Prussian votes. If, apart 
therefrom, he takes the load, and bis secre- 
taries are placed over the ministers of the 
Federal states, a breach of the constitution 
occurs which must bo 6pposed. An end 
muat be put to this system. The consti- 
tution is good. It took hard work and 
blood and lives enough to build. It makes 
mo uneasy to see it meddled with. Every- 
body must do what ho can to direct our 
policy into the right path. All the Diets 
ought to bo more active in this reajiecl. 
The national cause ought Co be tho first item 
of every I'^eileral legislature." 

Prince Bismarck concluded by declaring 
that he had spoken out of tho fuUnesa of hia 
heart. He hud, ho aaid, no connection with 
any newspaper. He paid his debts in the 
eanie coin us he was paid. 

London, Aug. 2.'i. — Tho Times to-day 
publishes a dispatch from Berlin, severely 
commenting upon wdiat it terms I'rince Bis- 
marck's scarcely veiled attempt, in address- 
ing his visitors at Kissingen, to excito 
the individual Diets against the new 
regime. The Times correapondont states 
that the I'rince'a stateincnta were mislead- 
ing, and rc'biita .the clnvrge of unconatitu- 
tionalinni. He reealla the fact that it was 
Prince liisiiiark himself who separated tlie 
ollices of tile eliaiiucdior and the presiilent of 
the PriiHsian council of ministers. The cor- 
respondent (ittributes the Prince's outburst 
at Kissingen to the bitter jealousy he feels 
at finding that Germany does so well with- 
out him.

Ho will close tho didi ite agivinst tho 
silver repeal bill on Saturday, and s.iys he 
cannot tnko upon hiiiiaclf tho fatigue of a 
trip to New York to speak there at this 
time. Representatii'ea Bryan, of Neb.; 
Pence, of Colorado, and Siiively, of Penn , 
have iicccptod invitaliona to speak at tho 
New V'ork meeting. Among the billa 
introduced in tho Senate this morning 
was one by Mr. Puaco (Deni,, Fla.) us u 
substitute for tho minority bill of the finance 
committee (proposing silver coinage at 20 
to I). The subatituie proposes a oonimis- 
aion of three ciciz-jna of tho United States to 
ascertain and report before January, LS9-I, 
the intrinsic relative value of gold and sil- 
ver, and that on Ibat report the secretary of 
tho treasury will fix and determine the 
ratio.

Cobourg. The Duke being uhildless, tho 
throne now fulls to tho Duko of Edinburgh, 
the second son of Queen Victoria and 
Prince Albert, who was tho brother of Duke 
Ernest. Tho Duke of Kdinbnrgh thus be- 
comes o reigning German prince. Duko 
Ernest waa ono of the first of the (lernian 
rulers to propose and work for the estab- 
lishment of German unit}', and waa tho first 
German ruler to congratulate King WilllBm, 
of Prussia, on his proclamation as German 
Emperor. 

lirneat II. M-aa born June 21, ISIS, suc- 
ceeded to tho title in 18SI, and married tho 
Pi iiicesa Alexaniirina, daughter of the late 
Duke Leopold of Baden, brother of the late 
Prince Consort, May S, 1842, In 1863 be 
waa put forward as a candidate for the 
throne of Greece, but for State reasons he 
declined the honor. He waa a talented 
musician and composed several successful 

operaa. 

Emperor William arrived at Reinhards- 
brunne this morniag, having travelled from 
Berlin on a special train. The Duke of 
Edinburgh waa to-day formally recognized 
OS the ruler of the Duchy. Ho has been 
spending some time in Germany, and when 
tho condition of Duke Ernest became 
critical he wus uotiSed and at once came to 
this city. He wna at the castle of Roin- 
hardabrunne when his uncle died, and there 
to-day he took the oath of allegiance 
to tho constitution in tho pres- 
ence of Krnperor William and all 
the niinistera. Prime Miniatcr Strengo 
formally thanked the Emperor William for 
attending the ceremony. Tho Emperor 
went there at tho request of the Duko of 
Edinburgh, Tho Diet will meet on Satur- 
day for the purpose of swearing allegiance 
to the now ruler of the Duchy. The body 
of Duke Ernest has btien embalmed, and 
will lio in state ia the castle on Friday. On 
Monday it will be removed to this oity, 
where it will be interred in the Moritez< 
kurche. 



FROM THE! OBIENT. 

News Brought From Japan and Hawaii by the 
City off eking. 

Sa.v FitANcisfo, Aug. 23. — The steamer 
City of Peking, arrived this morning from 
Hong Kong. She brings tho following ad* 
vices from the Orient. I'rince Ferdinand, 

heir presumptive to the Austrian thronp, 
arrived in Hong Kong on July 2l8fc. The 
prince, who is making a tour of tho world, 
will viait -Japan and then leave for San 
Francisco. 

Dr. Seromo MoGownn, tho oldest foreign 
resident in Shanghai, died recently in his 
79th year. Mr. McGowan went to China 
as a miaaionary doctor 50 years ago. Ho 
served as u surgeon in the Federal army 
during the civil war. 

The Chinese avthoritiea have finally be- 
gun an inciairy into the riot which resulted 
in the murder of the two Swedish mission- 
aries at Sungpu. 

An epidemic of dysentery is fiercely raging 
in the southern provinces of Japan. There 
have been over 3,000 cases, nearly 600 of 
which have proved fataL 

The large tea firing establishment of 
M.ourllyan& Co., of Kobe, Japan, and a 
number of other eatabliahments, were 
burned on the 4th insti. Loss, $400,000. 
Four of the rioters who assailed the mis- 
sionaries at ShongtUDg have been arrested. 
Two were cautioned and two were severely 
bambooed. A batch of laborers for Hawaii, 
numbering 1,750, will proceed there in 
October.

— There was an indica- 
tion to-day that tho great strike of coul 
minors, that has now been on for a month, 
may be brought to an end. It will be re- 
called that a conference between repreaonta- 
tlvea of the Uinera' Federation and the 
Mine Owners' ABao<^atlon, held in London 
in the latter part of July, the Feder- 
ation representatives declined to accept a 
reduction of '-'.'> per eon t. in wages, notice 
of which had been given by the coal mine 
owners, and refused to arbitrate the dis* 
pute. To-day at a conference of delegates 
of the miners hold in this city, a resolution 
waa adopted declaring that if tho mine 
owners would withdraw the notice of re- 
duction the striking miners would pledge 
theitiHi^lvcH to return to work. The reaohl- 
tion liuilu-r ileuluretl that tl'.o miners would 
ask for no advance in their wages until tho 
selling prioea of cool reach the level pro- 
vailing in 1890.

^THli: BEHIUNG SEA DECISION. 

(Toronto Kniiiire.) 
Both sides seem to be satialied with tlui 
lietiriiig Sua decision. Canada rejiiicc.i to 
think that every principle for which she con- 
tended liaa been uphold ; the United atatts 
linil solace in the assumption that the regu- 
lations of the seal fisheries are in favor of 
them. 

Williout in(juiring too closely into the 
reality of tliia uasumption, it ia jual as well 
that good feeling roigna supreme. If we 
take the chief organs of opinion in the .Stales 
they have thus far diacuaaefl tho verdict in 
a very proper light considering all things. 
By accepting tlio award of the arbi- 
trators in a reasonable spirit the 
United States will do m»ch to extricate 
themselves from the humiliation of defeat. 
No groat nation has any reaaon to regret 
that the contentions put forward by Canada 
have been sustained. What was advanced 
from Washington in the diplomatic con- 
troversy was intended to sustain high- 
handed acts involving the freedom and 
liberty of the seas, and any countenance 
given to these acts by ft strained inter- 
national law by the Court of Arbitration 
would have been nothing short of a great 
calamity. Tho court baa interpreted truly 
and civilized nations are the better for the 
decision. _ i 

Having been amply vindioatedj*nd re- 
warded for the ocourrenoea and injuries of 
recent years involved in the seizare of ves- 
sels, Canada has no interest in keeping alive 
the animosities of the past. If tho United 
States are disposed to accept tho decision 
and act upon it in good faith, this country 
cannot alliird to bo less magnanimous and 
all will rejoice that a fruitful source of ill- 
feeling and unneighborliness has been 
cleared out of thu way. There ia a marked 
contrast between the reception accorded to 
the propoacd Atlantic tiahcriea settlement of 
ISSS and thu oomnienta that h^vo greeted 
the result of the Kehring Sea reference. It 
may bo a good omen for the future, and 
nothing is lost by wishing that it may 
be 80. 

How far tbe claim that Washington has 
conquered in the framing of tho regulations, 
is borne out by tho facts, time and experi- 
ence will determine. ICvcn those who have 
technical knowledge are disposed to pro 
ceed cautiously in interpreting tho conse 
quenceaof the now regulalioDS. That the 
operations of the sealers will be greatly re- 
stricted ia certain. That was expected and 
desired. It was ono of tbe objects of the 
arbitration. That the restrictions are going 
to tell wholly against British fishermen and 
wholly in favor of American interests, can 
hardly be warranted by the vote whlsh tbe 
Amerioan arbitratora gave at;ainat them. 
However, that may be, even if new light is 
thrown on this feature of the case, nothing 
can minimize or detract from the sub- 
stantial and notable triumph which has been 
achieved by Canada.

VcsspLs Wrecked With All 
Aboard Oil' Sliutin 
Island. 



H<UiiFAX, Auk- 23. — The most severe 
storm for many years raged along the coast 
last nlfjht, doinp much (Iiunage to shipping 
and an immense umountof dumugcto public 
parks, Riirdens mid light ljuildiiiL;3. Fears 
arc entertuined for tlio aafuty of the steumcr 
Carroll, which left for Capo lireton uiid 
Prince Edward Itihuul yesterday with a 
largo number of iiaaseiifjer.s, and of which 
nothing has Biuce been heard. 

Now lliat telrgmphie cnmiiuiiii^'ation is 
being restored and llio violence of the storm 
abated, so as to allow soaroliing parties to 
move about, the full damnge of the storm is 
being calculated. The loss of property is 
great, and the loss of life largo. The worst 
case, in which lives were paid as a tribute 
to the storm King, occurred in Shut-in 
island, ten miles east of the entrance cf Hal- 
ifax harbor. Not a soul among two crews, 
numbering twelve people, survived to tell 
the talo of the wreck of the steam tug Dor- 
cas, with the barge Etta Stewart in tow, 
laden with coal, from Sydney to this port, 
wrecked there, At Shut-in Island yester- 
day morning the shore was strewn with 
wreckage, and there was also n ([uantily of 
woollens and children's clothing a quarter 
of B mile from the mainland. The spars 
of a barge were visible on the 
west pointi of Shut-In Island. The 
llntp board oame ashore with the name 
Etta Stewart on it. Some distance from 
this, the men of Three Fathom harbor 
found a steamer bottom upward in forty 
feet of water. Slio proved to be the Dorcaa. 
From tlio position of the two vessels, it 
seemed as if the steamer had hung to her 
tow until shortly before the breakers were 
entered, and then either cut or broke 
asunder. No one knows what hour on 
Monday night tho disaster occurred. The 
belief was. at first that tho crews of tho ill- 
fated vessels had abandoned their ships and 
taken to tlie small boats, but this proved 
untrue, for during yesterday several bodies 
were seen tossing about in tho surf. Three 
of these were recovered. One was that of 
Captain Angus Ferguson, of the Dorcas; 
tho body of a woman was seen, but was not 
recovered. . 

The hurricane '.vhich swept tho Nova 
Scotian shores exceeded in violence the 
great Saxby storm of ISSO. Tho wind blew 
80 miles an hour. Live electric wires were 
lying along the sideivalks and streets in 
every direction. Lizzie Morris, aged 12, 
fell on one of these wires and writhed in 
agony. James Lellan heard her cries, and 
in the darkness imagined sho had been run 
over, fle Attempted to pick her up, but 
was thrown back by an electric shock and 
partially stonned. A crowd assembled, but 
none dared aeonre the girl. When the cur- 
rent was turned off Lizzie had been dead 
more than half an hour. 

The loss of- the steamer Dorcas with the 
barge Eytta Stewart in tow, with all on 
board, has been confirmed, and men have 
been sent to Sbiit'In-Island, forty miles from 
here, to see what can be done. The Doroas, 
-Captain Angus Ferguson, left Sydney, C.B., 
Saturday last with the Inrge in tow, both 
coal laden. The Dorcas was built in I88S, 
and is owned in this city. The Stewart 
was built in 1872, and owned by the 
same man as the Dorcas. The barge car- 
ried a crew of five and the Dorcas seven, in 
addition to tho chief engineer of the 
steamer, who had his wife and two children 
aboard. Misa Sadie Musgrave, of South 
Bay, was also on tho barge. Considering 
the number of wrecks by the storm the loaa 
of life is^ wonderfully small. Several 
schooners arc reported ashore at St. Annes, 
C. B., and other places.

Kxcltement In tho liltlle Kepubllcs In Central 
America. 

Gi ATKMAIiA, Aug. 23. — There is much ex- 
citement over the repotted attempt of tho 
Salvadorean government to hold Guatemala 
responsible for the attempts of Salvadorean 
refugees against the life of President Ezeta. 
Guatemala is unable to refuse an asylum to 
pooplo leaving Salvador for political reasons. 
E/ota's enemies assert that people hostile 
to him are compelled to leave Salvador, 
but his friends declare that while he will 
not permit conspiracies to bo hatched ho is 
endeavoring to give his country a good gov- 
ernment. All elVorts of Cluatenuila to ob- 
tain a loan abroad failed and tho govern- 
ment will be eonipellad to introduce rigid 
econouuea. Tho fear exists that tho troops 
ni.iy revolt unless paid regularly. The gov- 
ernment intends to observe a policy of strict 
neutrality in Central American affairs. 
Mexico, although not disposed to interfere 
in Central American all'aira, lends the 
weight of her influence to .Salvador to pre- 
vent war breaking out.

.Shot by a Chinaman. 
'Sacramento, Cal , Aug. 22. — This morn- 
ing a tramp named Lorenzo walked into the

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DOMINION POLITICS. 

Tho political situation in Cunuda ia juat 
now exceedingly uninterealing. Tho people 
of Canada are not thinking about politics. 
Since the Ottawa convention the Liberals 
have done nothing worth talking about. 
Xheir leaders have made two or three at- 
tempts to keep up tho interest in political 
subjects, but they have signally failed. The 
announcement at Ottawa of the Liberal 
platform made no stir. It was 
oanaidered by Liberals, as well as Con- 
servatives, to be too weak and com- 
mon place to be worth talkint; about. It 
did not contain a single strong plank, and 
part of it is so rickctty and unsafe that 
even tho boldest are afraid to place a foot 
on it. The Ottawa Convention, largely as 
it was attended, may now be safely set 
down as another of the Liberal failures. It 
will soon' be forgotten, and tho Liberal 
party will be as if it had never been held. 

Somo of the partisan papers having noth- 
ing of contemporary interest to write about 
have been discussing the condition, mental 
and physioal, of the iate Hon. Alexander 
Mackenzie when he was so unceremoniously 
displaced to make room for the Hon. Kd- 
wjtrd Blake. It was, wo think, tho Mon- 
treal Herald, the leading organ of the Lib- 
eral party in the province of Quebec, which 
said that Mr. Macken/.ie "some time before 
his resignation of the leadership for the Lib- 
eral party was utterly incapable, both phy- 
siciUy and mentally, of filling the arduous 
duties of that high poeition." It is only 
charitable to conclude that the writer of 
Ihia aontence did not know Mr, Mackenzie 
at tho time ho was deposed by his ungrate- 
ful and unappreoiative followers. Xhose 
men had not the excuse for deserting and 
deposing their faithful leader which the Her- 
ald manufacturca for them. Mr. Macken/.ie 
was at the time vigorous and in the 
poaaeaaion of all hia powern, both of body 
and mind. There were yeara of hard work 
Btill in him when the men be had worked 
for and trusted struck him that cruel blow. 
It was their heartleaa conduct and not tho 
triala and luirdahips which ho had gone 
through, that caused tho honest old atatca- 
man lo break down prematurely. 

Mr. Mackenzie had been guilty of two 
crimes which some of hia colleagues and 
followers could not and would not forgive. 
He had been a consoientioua administrator. 
His integrity was unbending. Hia hcncBt 
managoniont of public all'uira diil not suit 
them. They never forgave him for iho 
sharp rebukes which ho uttered in cauatio 
terms when they applied to him for favors 
which they did not deserve, and which they 
expected to got at tho public expense. This 
ia what Mr. Mackenzie wrote of tho bund of 
harpioa by whom he waa pestered and tor- 
tured while he waa in oflico : 

Frienda expect to be benelitod by ollicoa 
they are unlit, for, l)y cnntraota they aro not 
entitled lo, l)y advancea not earned. Kne- 
niiea ally Ihemsolvoa wilh friends, and puah 
tho frienda to the front. Homo atlonipt to 
storm the oflico. .Some dig tronchea at a 
distance and approach in regular tiiego 
form. I feel like the beaicgod, lying on niy 
arms night and day. I have ofTcnded at 
least twenty parliamentary friends by iny 
defenoQ of the citadel. 

The men, whom his duty to tho people of 
Canada compelled Mr. Mackenzie to disap- 
point, became hia relentless onemiea. They, 
joining wilh the shallow politioiana who 
looked upon hia want of auccosa 
in tho gouoral elections of J87S 
a ' crime, worked toKcther to 
deprive him of the leadership of the 
Liberal porty. They suoooodod, but they 
gained nothing by their troaohory and thoir 
ingratitude. Tho hialory of the Liberal 
party ainco tho day in which Mr. Mac- 
kenzie found himself compelled to announcu 
in the House of Commons, " Yesterday I 
determined to withdraw from tho position 



as loader of tho Opposition, and from thia 
time forth I will speak and act for no per- 
son but myself," has been nothing but the 
record of a succession of failures and 
disasters suoh as have seldom befallen a 
political party. Hopeful Liberals bellovo 
that the clays of their party's advoraity are 
iiour an end. Hut limy deceive themselves. 
Thoro is at present no iudicatiou that tho 
Liberals stand higher in the esteem of tho 
people of the Dominion than they did fifteen 
years ago. 

A FINANCIAL CRANK. 

A proposition to buy British Columbia 

from Croat Britain, mado by an American 
crank nuniod Culler, haa received far more 
notoriety than it deaerved. Wo notice it to 
direct attention to ono feature of it which 
throws a strong light upon the fiaancial fool- 
iahncss and tho low state of tho commercial 
morality of many ucroea the border who un- 
dertake to inform and instruct Ihe public. 
The oonaidoralion, according to C. C, ia to 
be " ono hundred millions of dollars, pay- 
able in silver bars, at, say, an average of 80 
cents an ounce," C. C. would have Great 
Britain convert thia ailver into coin, "which 
might bo made ao as to correspond preciaely 
in value to our own dollar." By thia trans- 
foroiulion the hundred niillioua' worth of 
ailver bocomts 5;l40, 000,0110. S.> C. C, ex- 
pects that by passing the hundred mil- 
lions' worth of silver through tho mint 
Great Britain would be in a position to cheat 
tho people out of $10,000,0(10. Tho §110,- 
000,000 coined ailver would be intrinaically 
worth no moro than the silver bara from 
which it was coined. Vet C. C. expects tho 
Government of England to pass them off on 
the people for §140,000,000. This makes 
the atainp on this lot of ailver worth §10,- 
(10(1,000. 

Here is a way to create value which C. ('. 
beiioveB to be (|uito logitiTnale. Ho evi- 
dently acca no rascality in tho tranaaction. 
Ho considers it quite honest in the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain to palm off on the 
subjocta of (>iueen Victoria a hundred ndl- 
liona worth of ailver for ono hundred and 
forty millions. Of course the thing could 
not be done. The Britiah (iovernment bo- 
lievca in honest dealing, and tho Britiah 
people would not allow their Government to 
impose upon them in this way even if it 
were disposed to do so. Besides, it would 
be simply irapoasible for Great Britain and 
tho United States, powerful aa they are, to 
give a fictitioua value to J'.'SO.OOO.OOO. Tho 
laws of trade which have in hundreds of 
instances proved themselves to be stronger 
than the laws made by legislatures, would 
bring the over-valued dollars to their true 
worth in silver.

Tho San Francisco Call, viewing tho 
Behring Sea award from tho standpoint of 
an American citizen, is by no means pleased 
With the finding of the arbitrators. It does 
not believe the Americans have got the best 
of it. Indeed, it seems to think that there 
is not much in it for any one, and it com- 
plains aa if aomo of its terms will be very 
hard for tho Americans to comply with, 
Thia ia what it aaya : 

But with all tho firmncsa and 'ability of 
the court the United Stateo ia placed in a 
poaition it would not havo taken of its pwn 
will. Tho right of property in seals is 
denied, and we are required to pay, no one 
knows how much, for having attempted to 
enforce that right. We have taken some 
scalers who were enoroachiog upon what we 
conceived to be our rights, and this action 
prevented others from making ventures in 
the same direction. Not only must 
we pay for this forcible deten- 
tion of poachers, but the chances are 
that the 'bill of damages will include losses 
sustained by not poaching. Tho money 
part of the award is, however, tho least con- 
sideration. In reapect to the seala tho 
United Slates ia placed on tho same tooting 
aa other nations, eicopt it ia expected of us 
to bo active in enforcing u oloaed aesaon and 
a free zone. But when wo have been thua 
active we will he pretty much in the poai- 
tion of other nationa ao far aa the aeal in- 
dustry ia concerned. The conceaaioua that 
have been made aio a6 mucli to the benefit 
of othera na to our bone/it, and ihey will be 
valuelcaa unless we incur the cxpenao of en- 
forcing them. The average sailor cannot bo 
relied upon lo respect free zones or closed 
acaa unlesa tho power is in aight to compel 
respect. It may bo urged that the right of 
property in the aeala in tho free zone givca 
us un advantage over other nations. Bui 
in view of tho depredations that will prob- 
ably bo committed the value of the free zone 
is problematical. ' 

The Call is, we think, mistaken in be- 
lieving that the United States has any 
property in the seals in the " free zone.' 
Tho award distinctly and apecitjcally atatca 
thill tho reserved zone iucluilca the terri- 
torial water. The arbitrators also decide 
that the United States has no property in 
tho seals that swim in the high seas of any 
part of the Pacific Ocean, inclading Behring 
Sea. We are convinced th<tt the Call's con- 
cluaiona with reaped to tho award will, bo- 
fore long, be thoao of all intelligoiit Anicii- 
cauB who pay any attention to the aubjccl. 
They will find that tho American people 
have no reason to congratulate themaolvea 
on what tho arbitration has given them.

Walkem, J.: This action is pending in 
the County court of Kootenny, aodooncernB 
the right of ownership, us between the 
parties, lo certain mineral claims in that 
district.

That depends upon Sec. I,") of tho County 
Courta Act, 1SS8 : " In all cases where from 
any oauao tho ollioo of a County court 
judge in any district shall bo vac wit or not 
tilled up, it ahull ba lawful for any judge of 
tho Snprenie e.-iurt to pci f.irm tho dutiea of 
a County court judge in such district, and 
he Biiall luiv.i ull the powera ot a C^iunly 
court judge for such puipoae, ' Aa thia ia 
an enactment which confera jurisdiction, it 
must, uoaording to a well known legal prin- 
ciple, ho alrictly construed; and hence, tho 
condition precedent to that jurisdiction 
cannot he dispensed with, oven by consent. 
If authorities were iieedcci on tho latter 
point, they «'ill be found in " Miixwell on 
Statutes, " -IT.'J, ITS. Tho e.xiaienco of a 
judicial vacancy in tho Kootenay County 
court is the condition precedent to my act- 
ing as reri nested. It has not been shown 
that, Bueh a vacancy exiata, and it was in- 
cumbent on counsel asserting tho jurisdic- 
tion to prove that fact, if ho could; for Su- 
perior courts and their judges are not bound 
to judicially notice who is judge of an in- 
ferior Court of Record, suob as the County 
court, or whether there is any suoh judge. 
(Van Sandan v. Turaer, 6, Q B., 77.3, 786.) 
I must therefore decline to aaaumo 
the jurisdiotion. As a matter of fact, 
I lioow that there ia no vacancy; 
and al'ho;;^'' I do not ba^3 my decision 
upon suoh puraonal knowledge, still It ienua 
to strougtlieii my view of the statute that 
the asaumption of jurisdiction on my part 
would not be warranted by it, Tho object 
of the Lcgielaturo in'enacting the clauao 
(juotcd is too plain to need exposition. It 
was contended by the defendant's counsel 
that, in tho event of the pfiiijent application 
failing, costa could not be awarded against 
him; but when a statute imposes upon a 
court tho duty, as the present one neces- 
sarily doQI, of deciding any question, and 
lieni>« whether it has jurisdiction under the 
circumstances stated or not, the court has 
an inherent power to order payment of coats 
for ita having been wrongly put in motion, 
although the act is silent as to coats. (Bom- 
bay Civil Fund Act, 40 C. D., 28S ) The 
application is therefore dismissed with 
coats.

A Small Army of .liiiianuEe Said lo be So 
Journinu' in This City A waiting an Oppor- 
tunity to liL't Into the States. 

A San Francisco telegram of last night 
reads : The forty-nino Japanese who wore 
refused a landing yesterday from tho steamer 
Walla Walla were sent back to Victoria, li. 
C, to day, oa the eamo vessel. It has been 
ascertained thot they were only a portion of 
a large number of Japanese who are at 
tempting to land illegally in the United 
Statea, and that there are three hundred 
now in an hotel in Victoria, 11. C, awaiting 
transhipment, and fifteen hundred more who 
are now on tlieir way to IJritisli Columbia. 
( From information received by Immigration 
Commission ilcPtierEon, it appears that 
each .Tapincse paid to tire lirm who works 
the scheme in Japan, from twenty to 
twenty-five dollars in excess of the regular 
rute from Kobe to Victoria, B.C., in con 
sidcration of a passage and a promise of 
work when he got to America. 

BulLDIh'O IXSPECTOR NoRTlICOTT was 

appealed to yesterday by Jailer Mitten who 
found it impossible to paok up and move 
from the old lookup to the new with the 
bricks and mortar falUog all around him. 
He wanted an injanction to restrain tho 
contractpr from proceeding with tho 
demolition of the old jail until tho moving 
process was complete, and got the desired 
order, by consent, without oosts.

ClilCAao, Aug. 23. — la the Department of 
Fisheries the committee of jarors, presided 
over by L. Z. Jonoaa, M.P., of Qaobeo, ia 
well advanced with its labors. It ia confi- 
dently expected that in this department 
Camuliv will curry everything before her. 
J'A'on thi! inngniliL'ont display of Norway 
will have to tuko a second place in many of 
the most important branches. The Canadian 
exhibit ia by all means the moat attractive 
in the Galleries building, and the gold medula 
for the most complete and attractive exhibit 
will in all probability bo awarded to the 
Dominion. 

In horticulture we stand an excellent 
chance of coming out first in many impor 
tant lines. Ounuda has the only exhibit of 
vegetables at the Fair, and will, of cniirae, 
como out with flying colors in this lino. In 
the fruit department wo will give California 
and the other famous fruit growing States a 
close call for first place in nearly every 
branch except oranges acd bannanas. 

Our display in the Mines building ia pro- 
nounoed second only to New South \Yalca 
in appearance, and in variety it is admitted 
to be ahead of any other, 

Canada's record at the Centennial when 
she swept the board in cattle, will in all 
probability be repeated at the World's Cu 
lumbian Exposition. Ontario proposes to 
do nobly in this department, as she lius 
done in all others. There are now entered 
for competition in cattle thrco-hundrod aud 
forty-seven animals, including Shorthorua

In horses, eighty-two animals, including 
standard trotters 2, thoroughbreds 17, 
Cleveland bays 3, Clydesdale stalliona 49, 
Suffolk Punch 2, H ickney IG, and Americo- 
Arab 3.

Al.l). Stvi.e.s said it was a dillicult mat- 
tor to tell what surface drains wore. Tho 
one he bad seen waa deeper than tho sower. 
He had undurstooil several rcaidencca along 
the line of tho surface drain were already 
connected with it and the Central school 
was also connected. If, under these circum- 
Htanccs, tho engineers were now to be in- 
structed to refuse a like privilege to others 
tho city would be in a peculiar position. 

Ald, Brago expreased the opinion that 
the surface drains now being constructed 
were the real sowers and should have been 
adopted. The preaeut, Furfuce drain from 
tho school stopped at tin; man Imle <,[ the 
Cook atreet bov,-( r, Imt lie understood it was 
to cross this and uonnti-L with llie surface 
drain now li.-im; cnn^.tiucled. There was 
no doubt tliia drain from the acliooi would 
be uBcil a.') a sewer, as he was sure the 
School Hoard was going to li.ue cloaels, 
etc. , connected, hut whether thia would be 
legal or not he was not prepared to say. 

Al.D. MfSN thought it waa a atrango 
time for such a (lueation aa this to come be- 
fore tho Council, It ought to have l)cen 
raised before the money waa spent and not 
now. A great many people thought it 
strange that there should bo two aewors 
along Cook street, and it certainly did look 
liko a waste of monoy. However, now that 
work had been done so far, better stick to 
the letter of the by-law. 

Ai.i). McKll-i.TCAN— It would be a great 
hardship to people to refuse them permis- 
aion to connect their houaea with the sur- 
face drains, and tho by-law to build these 
drains would never have carried if people 
did not understand that they would be 
allowed to use tliem ao. 

Al.l). Stvlks— What I want to find out 
is this : la it legal for ua to allow people to 
conneo's their sewers with the surface 
drains ? Can we use those surface drains 
for sewers ? 

The Mayor— Wo must bo careful to see 
that none of tbe money ia spent for a pur- 
pose which is not authorized. 

Ald. Mdnk wanted to know why tho 
plana of the surface drainage system had 
not been placed before tbe Conncil. Thi< 
waa the first olty work of any magnitude 
that had been donevithoot tho Council 
having aomethirg to say about it. If these 
drains were going to be sewers, why build 
thcin along tho same streets and parallel to 
the present sewers ? 

Tin: MATORsaidho had been informed 
by city officers that there were hundreds of 
houses running their sewerage into tho open 
street. Tho ((ucation with him then was 
if the city had these eurfaco drains, why 
not let tho people drain their sewage into 
them ',' 

Al.D. Mu.vK— If these drains ore to bo 
uacd aa sowcra, would they not need lluah 
tanks ? 

TiiK Mayor thought they would. Ho 
was not an engineer, and didn't propose to 
commit himself to an emergency prQ|)oai 

tion. 

Ai.p. SrvLPJs— That does not answer the 
FiiU'ineer'a <|ucation. 

TiiK Mavoi;— There ia nothing in the 
.Surface Drains l!y-law to say what shall go 
into these surface drains. 

Ald. McKiLi.iiM-N moved that tho City 
ICn^jineer bo instructed to permit oil people 
living along tho. lino of tho surface drains 
to nmke their house connections with such 
drains. 

Ald. Styles thought if thia waa done 
there would be an injunction got out and 
tho city would get into trouble. 

Un motion of Aid. Mann, seconded by 
Aid. Styles, the communication was laid on 
tho table. 

Sanitary Oflicer Murray sent in two 
lengthy reports, which were read by the 
City Clerk in open Council, but which 
Mayor lieavcn poaitivcly refused to permit 
to be published and would not allow the re- 
porters to aee. These reports contained a 
detailed description of the lilthy condition 
of that section of tho city from Vates »treet 
north to tho other aide of the Johnson 
street ravine, stating that very few connec- 
tiona had been made with tho sewers, and 
moreover, that frequent complaints having 
been made about tho nuioanee, hu (tho Ean- 
itary ollicor) hod been notified that unless 
some steps were taken before Monday next 
to lOiiiedy tho nuisance, the^l'rovincial au- 
thoritiea would be appealed to to enforce 
the provisiona of tho I'rovincial Health Act. 
Mr. Murray stated that be had made a 
"house to house" inspection of Store street, 
and found that very few oonneotions bad 
been made with tbe sewer, the sanitary 
condition of nearly all tho various premises 
being moat unsatiBfootory, He bad found 
on examination that tho box drain 
on Jolinaon street was broken 
in one place, allowing tho moat diagusting 
filth to flow out into tho ravine. A plan 
for abating this nuiaanco was suggested. 
It waa that the property owners along tho 
drain bo compelleil to make connections 
with the aowcra and afterwards to fill in the 
ravine. If this wore done it would not be 
noceaaury cL present to remove the box 
drain, which could, instead, be Hushed, disin- 
fected and l(dl wliero it is wit bout being used.
